Maple Syrup is for more 
than just pancakes 


Maple Tree Ice Cream shop in East Jordan

East Jordan - This past 
June at the storefront previ- 
ously known as Sodaliciious 
another ice cream shop 
opened almost silently. It 
was a smooth transition for 
downtown East Jordan and 
some ice cream lovers 
didn’t miss a lick. The 
Maple Tree offers more 
than ice cream though. Its 
main focus is everything 
maple and they are proving 
that there is a lot you can do 
with maple syrup. 

Josh and Meagan Cham- 
berlain and their six chil- 
dren, Guy, 16, Jacob, 14, 
Emily, 13, Christopher, 9, 
Jennette, 5, and Isabelle, 3, 
decided it was time to ex- 
pand their maple syrup 
product line and in order to 
do that they needed a store- 
front. With the help of 
Marty Cary, the owner of 
Sodalicious they perfected 
the recipe for their pre- 
mium product, Maple 
Creemee. It has a soft serve 
base infused with Chamber- 
lain’s homemade maple 
syrup. “The maple syrup 
gives the ice cream a nice 
light maple taste while giv- 
ing it areal creamy tex- 
ture,” said Meagan. They 
carry original, chocolate 
and twist. “We are the only 
place in Michigan that 
makes Maple Creemees,” 
she said. “We do not make 
your average sundaes. Our 
sundaes are topped with 
one of our maple infused 
syrups, whipped cream, and 
a maple candy,” added Josh. 

Josh’s grandfather taught 
him how to harvest and pre- 


pare maple syrup. It is an 
activity that not only pro- 
duces a sweet product but 
sweet memories for Josh. 
He has passed the tradition 
down to his children and 
then six years ago decided 
to go a step further. With 
his families’ blessing, he 
sold his twenty-year Land- 
scaping business and took 


Papa Smith’s Know-how to 
market. “We started off 
using buckets and a flat bot- 
tom pan. Our oldest two 
boys helped make the syrup 
from the first day. Jacob 
would collect sap from the 
buckets while Guy would 
watch the pan and add wood 
to the fire to keep a regular 
temperature. The following

Dear Dave, 

Tam on Baby Step 2, and I 
started a YouTube channel 
earlier this year that led to a 
new opportunity to make ad- 
ditional income. I try on and 
review clothing, and I’m paid 
$30 for each clip that’s any- 
where from 30 seconds to two 
minutes long. Right now, I 
have about 1,000 viewers. This 
requires me to buy items from 
several brands. I usually re- 
turn the items when I’m 
through filming, but I’m cur- 
rently funding this with a 
credit card I only use for this 
project. I only pay the mini- 
mum each month until I get 
the refund, so at any given 
time there can be up to $4,000 
on the card in rotation. I make 
about $86,000 at my normal 
job, so is this an okay way to 
fund my project and chalk it 
up as a business expense?

Dear Amber, 

Youw’re taking a risk here, 
from a business perspective, 
by playing around with $4,000 
in debt to make $30 a pop. 
That’s inordinate. And you 
shouldn’t be paying for the 
clothes in the first place. 
These brands should be giving 
you clothes to review—that 
you keep—for the marketing 
exposure, but I’m not sure 
you've got enough eyeballs on 
you yet to justify them giving 
you the clothes for free. 

Basically, it sounds like 
you’re trying to put yourself 
in a position to be an influ- 
encer. And the way influ- 
encers get paid is by 
monetizing eyeballs. Obvi- 
ously, YouTube and other

platforms will pay you if you 
can get the eyeballs. But 1,000 
viewers really aren’t a lot 
these days. You’re getting 
there, though, and I’m glad 
you’re working at it and try- 
ing to make things happen. 

You make good money, 
Amber. I want you to set aside 
$2,000 or $3,000 for this busi- 
ness, maybe out of the busi- 
ness income, and prime the 
pump one time. By that, I 
mean open a separate check- 
ing account that’s for your 
clothing exchange process 
only. Here’s the thing, let’s say 
you bought $1,000 worth of 
stuff from one of these compa- 
nies, and they suddenly decide 
they’re not taking it back. You 
just ate that $1,000. And guess 
what else? Now, you really 
have credit card debt. 

There are three things you 
can always be sure of in busi- 
ness. One, it’s going to cost 
twice as much as you think it 
will. Two, it’s going to take 
twice as long as you think it 
will. And three, you are not 
the exception to these things. 
While we’re at it, add this to 
the list of stuff you can always 
be sure of—you’ll never find 
me advising or endorsing 
credit card debt!

Does Your Insurance 
Policy Cover Roof Damage 


The easiest way to know 
what's covered or what's not, 
is to contact your insurance 
provider. Coverage will 
often depend on the age of 
your roof, the area you live 
in, and many other factors, 
so it's important to know the 
specifics of your policy. 

Most homeowner insur- 
ance policies will provide 
coverage for roof damage 
caused by unpreventable 
reasons such as vandalism 
or fire. Disastrous "acts of 
God" such as hurricanes 
and tornadoes are also usu- 
ally covered. Although 
wind, rain, and hail are cov- 
ered by your home insur- 
ance policy, there are many 
factors that determine if 
your damage will be cov- 
ered, and if so, how much 
you will be reimbursed. The 
same basics that apply to 
your roof, may apply to your 
exterior property as well. 
Exterior property is consid- 
ered anything that is at- 
tached to the outside 
structure of your home, 
such as siding and gutters. 

Although wind, rain, and 
hail may be covered by your 
home insurance policy, 
there are many factors that 
determine if your damage 
will be covered, and if so, 
how much you will be reim- 
bursed. 

Some policies take the age 
of your roof into account at 
the time it is damaged. For 
example, if your roof is 
under 10 years old, you may 
be covered for the full cost 


of repairing or replacing the 
damaged section of your 
roof at the time of the claim. 
If your roof is over 10 years 
old, you may only be reim- 
bursed for the depreciated 
value of the damaged roof. 
The depreciated value takes 
the aging and wearing of 
your roof into account, 
meaning its value has de- 
creased prior to any damage 
occurring. Depending on 
where you live, some poli- 
cies will only offer roof dam- 
age coverage up to the 
depreciated value, regard- 
less of the age of your roof. 
Other policies will cover the 
full cost of repairing or re- 
placing the damaged section 
of your roof at the time of 
the claim, regardless of the 
age of your roof. In most 
cases, your insurance com- 
pany will send an inspector 
to your home to investigate 
and verify your claim. If the 
damage is determined to be 
from aging, wear and tear, 
or poor condition of your 
roof, it will typically be con- 
sidered normal mainte- 
nance, and will not be 
covered under your policy. 
In some instances, water 
damage due to flooding or 
surface water, might have to 
be covered under an addi- 
tional policy. Mold caused 
by continued water damage 
or leaking, for example, also 
may not be covered by your 
insurance policy. Preventing 
leaks and inspecting your 
property are crucial respon- 
sibilities of the homeowner 


and could help avoid unnec- 
essary damage. If you are 
experiencing leaking due to 
a damaged roof, promptly 
remove any furniture or 
other belongings that could 
sustain water damage. 

Replacing a roof or other 
exterior property can bea 
time consuming and expen- 
sive process. That's why it's 
important to take certain 
steps to prevent damage 
from occurring. 

Get your roof inspected 
by a trained professional 
who can identify areas that 
may need immediate repair. 
Replace broken and worn 
shingles. Consider using im- 
pact-resistant shingles, 
which may be more expen- 
sive at first, but are designed 
to resist damage from hail, 
saving you money in the 
long run. Remove any dead 
trees from around your 
property that could poten- 
tially fall onto your home. 

To ease the experience of 
the claims process and to 
help you receive proper set- 
tlement for your loss, take a 
set of “before” photos of 
your roof and exterior prop- 
erty. Update the photos 
whenever you have mainte- 
nance or repairs done. After 
damage occurs, take a set of 
“after” photos. Document 
and record the damage as 
well as any estimates, in- 
voices and bills you receive. 
Having all of this informa- 
tion on file will help ensure 
a smooth and hassle-free 
claims process. 

Overall, it's important to 
remember that all insurance 
companies cover roof and 
exterior property damage 
differently. Even the same 
company can vary coverage 
drastically by state or the 
age of your roof or property. 
Policies also differ in cover- 
age limits, deductibles and 
certain exclusions. The only 
way to be certain of what 
your policy covers, is to 
speak with your insurance 
provider about the details.

Charlevoix, Emmet and Ot- 
sego. In my role as a Health 
Officer, I have a statutory 
duty to issue such orders as 
my judgment and conscience 
dictate, based on reputable 
science and facts. The pur- 
pose of my most recent order 
is to protect the health of 
children and school staff, and 
the community at large, and 
in my judgment, it is sup- 
ported by overwhelming, reli- 
able medical evidence. 

That being said, I do not 
ask to be popular, respected, 
or to have people agree with 
that order. Everyone is free to 
express their opinions and 
argue for change. That can — 
and should — be done in a de- 
cent, honorable, and persua- 
sive way. 

Yet what I have witnessed 
recently is neither decent, 
honorable or even persua- 
sive. Some HDNW County 
Commissioners very clearly 
appear to be acting in concert 
outside of regular meetings, 
despite laws on transparency 


under the Open Meetings 
Act. Some have threatened 
me with termination. Some 
have falsely and publicly ac- 
cused me of wrongdoing and 
have actively promoted ele- 
ments of the public to “stand 
up” to me. While those who 
support these Commission- 
ers’ political beliefs have 
gathered at meetings and 
been able to speak freely, the 
same public servants have al- 
lowed fellow citizens who feel 
differently to be shouted 
down, intimidated, harassed 
and talked over. 

Meanwhile, the public’s time 
and money has been spent on 
empty, pandering theater, 
such as the 6-1 vote, in which 
the HDNW Board of Health 
voted to rescind my masking 
order without having the au- 
thority to do so. One Commis- 
sioner encouraged 
lawlessness during that vote 
by assuring his colleagues 
that even if their conduct was 
outright illegal or wrong, 
“it’s ok, no one will take us to 


jail over this.” 

Taxpayer money has also 
been dumped down the tubes, 
for example, as the State Po- 
lice have had to monitor and 
react to social media for 
threats of violence to the 
Health Department. One 
threat recently brought law 
enforcement on site at 
HDNW in Gaylord and 
prompted multiple building 
lockdowns for the safety of 
staff and the public. Mean- 
while, members of the public 
have warned me I am not 
safe, and I have had to be es- 
corted to safety in the face of 
outright assaultive behavior. 

In the face of such conduct, 
we are experiencing the loss 
of key staff who are valuable, 
skilled public servants. In ad- 
dition, a member of the 
Board of Health has also re- 
cently resigned. These losses 
have financial and logistical 
costs — and also impact the 
public health of citizens 
across the jurisdictions of 
both the Health Department

We can protect 
our freedom when we stand 
up against those whom we 
have entrusted with our votes 
when they engage in danger- 
ous plans to obstruct duly ap- 
pointed officials fulfilling 
their statutory duties.
